NEW YORK, July 20.—The re- 
peated efforts of Pauline Fink, 16 
years of age, Polish deaf mute, to 
crash the gates at Ellis Island met 
another defeat in a decigion hand- 
ed down by the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals; which held 
that the first board which ordered 
her deportation could not be ap- 
pealed from. 

It is probable that the attorneys 
and others who jumped in to help 
in her battle will carry the case, 
special boards of inquiry, to the 
Supreme Court. 

When Pauline was born in Po- 
land in 1908 shee was normal, but 
when she was 
typhus left her deaf. Poland has 
no schools for the education of 
deaf mutes and when she attempt- 
ed to enter America in 19206 the 
board of inquiry ruled she was 
9 tecble- minded. The efforts of her 
parents to bring her into the coun- 
try attracted attention which car- 
ried the case to President Hard- 

ing. Frequent stays of deporta- 
' tion were allowed and this is the 
latest development. 

The girl during all this legal 
fighting has been in a schoo] in 
New York City, her tuition being 
paid by members of her race who 
are leading the fight for her.

BERLIN, July 20.—A plea from 
the hollow-cheeked, consumptive- 
looking Ernest Toller, most famous 
of Germany's young poets and dra- 
matists, released after years in @& 
Bavarian prison for participating 
in a revolution, addressed to the 
committee of justice of the Relchb- 
tag was read in the Reichstag yes- 
terday. It described the brutali- 
ties im the Bavarian prison which 
political prisoners suffer. 

Herr Toller, who last night saw 
one of his four successful plays for 
the first time on any stage, made 
his own drama when describing 
the injustices of the Bavarian pris- 


ons. Herr Toller described how 
his fellow-prisoners, some poets 
and writers, are dying slowly from 
starvation, while Count Arco De- 
vally, Bavarian monarchist, who 
ageassinated Herr Elsner, former 
head of the revolutionary repub- 
lic, is enjoying hie freedom. Ac- 
cording to Herr Toller, Count Arco, 
who was sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment, actually is living on 


full liberty, except that he reports 
to the prison once in a while. Herr 
Toller asked the Reichstag to per- 


sending food to his fellow-prison- 
ers, inasmuch as the Bavari 

prison authorities refuse to perm 
food to enter for political pris- 
oners.

The United States War De 

has designated September 12 as Mobiliza- 
tion or Defense Day. Every American cit!- 
zen is interested in the defense of his coun- 
try. He should know the standing and the 
efficiency of the forces that, till world con- 
ditions change considerably, are essential 
Mobilization 
means taking stock of our defenses, as 6 
merchant takes stock of his goods. 
Vigorous protests, however, have been 
lodged from various quarters against the 
designation of September 12 as Defense 
Day. Some are the earnest and honest ob- 
jections of religious bodies, which, never- 
theless, albeit unconsciously, are abetting 
an insidious campaign to destroy the pa- 
triotic ideal io all civilised countries and so 
pave the way for international Communism. 
An influential religious society has ad- 
dressed a letter to President Coolidge urg 
ing him to withdraw the plan for determin- 
ing the preparedness of the nation to meet 
a military emergency. Among other reasons 
for doing so, the letter states: 
“If we engage in displaying our efficiency 
for war it will be natural for foreign nations 
to distrust our peaceful intentions. .. . 
To mobilize, even in practice, our armed 
forces and our great industries throughout 
the nation is inconsistent with American 
tradition and savors more of. those foreign 
military systems which the people of the 
United States have always opposed.” 

We do not question the sincerity of the 
authors of this letter. But we do deny the 
conclusions at which they arrive. This 
stock-taking of our defenses is not to “dis- 
play” our efficiency for war, nor will it 

distrust our inten- 


cause foreign nations to 
tions. 

America wants peace. No nation is ready 
to carry the fight for this high ideal to so 
extreme a limit. Our people look not with 
hungry eyes on the possessions of others. 
We have no boundaries we desire to expand 
and no slices of undetermined territory we 
are anxious to annex. ; 

Our government and people, therefore, 
hold the favored position for helping the 
|world to realize this cardinal principle of 
Christianity. At their biennial convention 
in Los Angeles the women’s clubs of Amer- 
ica pledged their active support to the cause 
of world peace. Religious bodies are strong- 
ly united in a campaign te end war. 

In this wholesome desire the American 
people are nearly unanimous. Militarist 
propaganda gets nowhere near the heart 
of the nation. But es to what methods are 
legitimate and practical and as to what are 
dangerous and sinister there should be ne 
mistake and no confusion. 

It should be clearly understood that pact 
dam will not bring peace and that depre- 
ciating patriotism will not abolish war. 


Foreign nations might, indeed, see inter- 


in a crusade fo end war it becomes a bright 
doubting and distrust- 


well, therefore, that America 
stock of its military and industrial re- 
sources at a time when civilization is pass- 
ing through an epochal crisis.
